3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
Aksit et al. (US#6533284) in view of Atkinson et al. (US#5 106104) discloses all of the 
limitations except for each second end (of the passageways) communicating with a common 
header. Likewise, regarding claim 32, Aksit in view of Atkinson discloses all of the limitations 
except for the passageways receiving fluid from a header. Moreover, Aksit when modified by 
Atkinson discloses each passageway communicating with a respective source 48 as opposed to 
a header (single unit) supplying fluid to all of the passageways.
